‘For the Information of the Public” 


The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway shopmen have joined in a strike called 
by the Federated Shop Crafts, Railway Employes* Department of the American 
Federation of Labor, in protest against the decision of the United States Railroad 
Labor Board, establishing wage rates and working conditions of employes. 


Efforts by the Railroad Labor Board to avert the 
strike 
through 
peaceful 
means have failed. 
The striking employes have not negotiated with the manage­ 
ment of the railroad over the questions at issue with the Labor Board, nor was the 
railroad given direct notice of their purpose to strike. 


Uninterrupted transportation service is of param ount im portance. 
The M. K. 
& T. Lines w ill, therefore, operate scheduled trains, exerting every effort and em ­ 
ploying all necessary legal resources to protect the public against inconvenience 
and loss. 
To the end that there may be no misunderstanding of the matters at is­ 
sue in the strike, consideration of the following fact is requested: 
, 


The management of the M. K. & T. Lines has complied with the 
orders and rulings made by the United States Labor Board since it or­ 
ganization, in effort to peaceably adjust disagreements with employes. 


The United Etates Railroad Labor Board, after full and fair hear­ 
ing, has declared that the wages established for railway shopmen, ef­ 
fective July 1st, are still above those paid in other industries. 


There has not been, nor will there 
be, 
reductions in wages, or 
change in working conditions, of employes coming under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the United States Railroad Labor Board, without the approval of 
that body. 


As instances have arisen in which employes and the management 
are unable to agree as to the interpretation and application of rules es­ 
tablished by the Labor Board, these differences have been submitted 
the Labor Board and its rulings complied with. 
This policy will be 
continued. 


Lower transportation rates without impairment of sendee are im­ 
possible unless accompanied by reductions in operating expenses. 
The 
Interstate Commerce Commission has declared reductions in freight 
rates to be necessary in the public interest. 
In conformity with this 
declaration, the M. K. & T. has reduced freight rates, although the ef­ 
fect will be to decrease its revenues in a sum greatly exceeding the de­ 
crease in expenses which will result from the reduction in employes’ 
wages, effective July 1st. 


The strike of the shopmen is in protest against the declaration of the United 
States Government, through the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and 
the Labor 
Board, that railroad employes and railroad managements should jointly make con­ 
cessions to the end that the benefits of lower transportation charges, without im­ 
pairment of sendee, may be passed on to the general public. 


The strike is in defiance of the authority of the legally constituted agencies of 
the government, provided to protect the public in its right to uninterrupted trans­ 
portation service, at rates established after consideration of all interests; to protect 
railroad employes against unfair wages or working conditions; and to protect the 
railroads against demands that interfere with the maintenance of adequate trans­ 
portation facilities and sendee. 
The M. K. & T. Lines have consistently complied 
wdth the Jaws regulating railroads, and with the specific requirements of the 
Transportation Act. 
There will be no change in this policy. 


The support and encouragement of fair minded citizens and employes is ear­ 
nestly solicited during the strike trouble, to the end that 
train 
service may be 
maintained without interruption, and that the public and the railroad may be pro­ 
tected against losses which w ould retard business recovery,

Henry Ford’s plan to secure a 
100-year title to Muscle Shoals, the 
gigantic producer of water power, 
has received a severe jolt at the 
hands of Congressman C. C. Kearns 
of Ohio, who filed w’ith the House 
of Representatives an official report 
charging Ford with an attempt to 
fool the farmer and laboring man of 
the country. 
In his report, Kearns charges that 
Ford’s promises of cheap fertilizer 
to fanners and the employment of 
a million men, if he should get 
Muscle Shoals, are without founda­ 
tion. 
The 
Ohio 
CongT;-*man’s 
charges have aroused much opposi­ 
tion to the already much discussed 
Ford scheme. 
Congressman 
Kearn’3 
report, 
which is also signed by seven othc* 
members of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, condemns the* 


Ford promise as designed to^ gain 
popular support for his Muscle 
Shoals 
plan. 
The 
Congressmen 
who sign the report say Ford givc3 
no guarantee to manufacture fer­ 
tilizer at ail. 
No Fertilizer Guarantee. 
“Mr. Ford has at all times stead­ 
fastly refused to bind bis j tcposed 
company in the contract to make 
fertilizer if certain contingencies 
should happen,” says this latest re­ 
port on the Ford plan. “Our posi­ 
tion is that this is a hollow promise 
made to enlist the support pf the 
farmers and not absolutely binding 
on any fact contained in the con­ 
tract or existing outside of the con­ 
tract.” 
If Ford’s proposal is accepted, 
Cpngressman Keams declares the 
company at Muscle Shoals will he 
given the use of two dams and 
powerhouses fully equipped for a 
period cf IOO years and it will only 
be required to pay as rental there­ 
for 4 per cent on $50,*00,OOO, al­ 
though the dams will have cost the 
tax - payers 
of 
-he 
country 
$67,000,000. 
“It must be remembered,” says 


he, “that Mr. Ford does r.ot own 
these dams but he is given the use 
of them. Hence if the dams should, 
break the government must stand 


I not only the cost of rebuilding, but 
must pay any damage that arises 
in consequence of the escape of this 
impounded wafer. How many mil-' 
lions, or even billions, this is going 
to amount to in the course of IOO 
years we do not know .md neither 
do you.”

If Muscle Shoals is turned over 
to Mr. Ford, Mr. Kearns says, 
Ford would not have to pay taxes 
on the cost of the dams at any 
time during his 100-year period. 
The company to be organized by 
Mr. Ford would be a private com­ 
pany, he alleges, doing business for 
itself and uncontrolled or unhamp­ 
ered in any way by any utility 
commission, either State or Feder­ 
al, except that if this company 
makes fertilizer it must make it 
at a profit not to exceed 8 per cent.

Senator Borah, who, when it suits him to 
do so, can hew to the line regardless of 
where the chips may fall, has been talking 
in the senate about the Washington con­ 
ference treaties. Referring particularly to 
the treaty on submarines and poison gas, he 
said: 
‘'This treaty has not been ratified 
except by the senate of the United 
States. We ratified it in great haste, 
because we were told the whole world 
was waiting for us to take the first 
step toward world peace, and that as 
soon as we acted the 
other nations 
would be glad to follow. 
After we 
ratified the treaties they passed into 
the pigeon holes of the foreign nations 
and have never been heard from since. 
Neither France, 
Great 
Britain nor 
Japan has been fit to take up these 
treaties even for consideration. 
“Since the adjournment of the con­ 
ference the movement not only in this 
country, but in Japan, Great Britain 
and France has been such as practical­ 
ly to destroy the beneficial results of 
the conference. If you will survey the 
budgets of the other powers with ref­ 
erence to these particular instruments 
of warfare you will find they are not 
only in some instances violating what 
is, in my judgment, the letter, but in 
the multitude of instances violating 
the spirit of these treaties.’’ 
When Senator Lenroot suggested that 
one reason why the Powers were continu­ 
ing noxious gas experiments was because 
there were many nations that had not sign­ 
ed their acceptance of the principles laid 
down at the Washington conference, Mr. 
Borah retored: 


P O L I T I C S A N D T H E K I T C H E N .

Mrs. Anna D. Oleson, the democratic 
candidate for the senate in Minnesota, is 
reported to be a good cook. It is said that 
she can bake a pie as well as she can make 
a political speech, and is also adept at rais­ 
ing chickens. 
W omen of Mrs. Oleson’s type are to be 
greatly admired in politics as well as every­ 
where else. 
But, since the time the first 
member of the Roman centuriata squatted 
in his hut and partook of a meal of wilted 
lettuce, there has been a vast difference be­ 
tween the essential, underlying theories of 
politics and cooking. 
Cooking, while it is an art, is something 
that can be performed with a reasonable 
amount of certainty. 
For example, when 
Mrs. Oleson flattens out the pie dough with 
her rolling pin, places it neatly in the pan 
and covers it with blackberries, she knows 
that after she has taken the pie from the 
oven it will be done to a turn and ready to 
stimulate the salivary glands of her fam­ 
ily. She knew exactly what she was doing, 
and precisely what the results would be. 
She was dealing with tangible things, such 
as shortening, pie pans and an oven. 
Politics— how different! Mrs. Oleson, let 
it be presumed, has applied the rolling pin 
to her political dough. 
She has placed it 
in the oven, closed the door* and is awaiting 
the time when, she hopes, the pie will be a 
a success. 
But political pies are not always success­ 
es. Many of them are too brown on the bot­ 
tom. The contents of others have run out of 
the pan into the oven. The crusts of others 
turn out to be soggy. The cook must con­ 
clude that she failed to put in enough of 
this or that ingredient, and has learned a 
lesson. 
The reason for this difference is that 
public opinion is never so easily and so cer­ 
tainly manipulated as to have the right tem­ 
perature. 
Sometimes the cook believes it 
is a very poor oven, and that she wants 
nothing more to do with it. Sometimes it 
appears cruel, if not stupid. 
But all this is for Mrs. Oleson to learn. 
If she is elected, let it be hoped at least that 
her excellence as a senator will rival her 
culinary artistry now.

Nara, Rich In Artistic Treasure#, Waa 
Once Classic Center of Shinto 
Worship. 


Nara, ancient Japanese city, Is a 
classic center of Shinto worship, and 
was the first capital of Japan. Much 
of the building and beautifying begun 
in A. D. 700, the “Golden Age of 
Japan,” still is Intact. 
During the early days of Nara pros­ 
perity, the Todaijl, one of the seven 
great temples, was the head of Bud­ 
dhism In Japan, and the buildings cov­ 
ered some 20 acres. 
Of all its glories there today re­ 
main but few, chief among them be­ 
ing the Great South Gate, Nandal 
Mon; the great Hall of Buddha, and 
the ancient and most Interesting old 
shrine called Kaidan-in. 
The Great 
South Gate was built In 752 A. D. and 
remodeled In 1199. On either side are 
two gigantic figures of Nio, or the 
Deva kings, carved by Tankel and his 
pupil UnkeL 
With the two stone 
lions close by, excellent specimens of 
Twelfth century Chinese sculpture, 
they are listed and protected as “Na­ 
tional Treasures.” 
The 
Nara-no-Dalbutsu, 
the 
vast 
bronze Buddha cast In 749 A. D., is 
the largest of the kind In Japan, if 
not In the world, being 52 H feet In 
height. 
The Kaldan-ln Is remarkable for Its 
unusual 
construction, and 
arrange­ 
ment Inside—a series of platforms ris­ 
ing one above the other to support the 
images of the Deva kings, Indra and 
Brahma, which are said to be among 
the best examples of the art of Nara 
era, also are counted among the “Na­ 
tional Treasures.”

Down 
for 
Centuries, Are Given Most Im­ 
plicit Obedience. 


The religious laws of Brahmanism 
divide the Hindu people in India into 
four principal hereditary classes or 
castes—the 
Brahmans 
(priests), 
Kshatlyas 
(rulers 
and 
warriors), 
vasiayas, 
(merchants and husband­ 
men), and Sudras (mechanics, laborers 
or servants), the first three being 
known as “twiceborn” and the last 
as “once-born.” 
These original four 
castes, 
however, 
have 
become 
to 
a 
great 
extent 
sub-divided — the 
men 
being known by their work 
or trades, as the “caste” of shoe­ 
makers and the “caste” of sweepers— 
so that nowadays the Brahmans alone 
are said to remain as a distinct caste. 
Aside from all these are the Pariahs 
(or outcasts) who have no caste. Ac­ 
cording to the Cyclopedia of India, 
“The effect of the caste system is 
that no man may lawfully eat with 
any Individual of any other caste, or 
partake of food cooked by him, or 
marry Into another caste family; but 
he may be his friend, his master, his 
servant, his partner.”

being almost wholly inward; it falls, 
like his work, Into broad, untroubled, 
perhaps somewhat monotonous spaces. 
What it resembles most is the life of 
one of those early Flemish or Italian 
painters who, Just because their minds 
were full of heavenly visions, passed, 
some of them, the better part of CO 
years In quiet systematic industry. And 
this sort of placid life matured in 
Wordsworth a quiet unusual sensibil­ 
ity, really innate in him, to the sights 
and sounds of the natural world.—
